White mob turns over school buses

An angry white mob turned over two 
school buses loaded with Negro children 
at a newly - desegregated school at La­ 
m ar, S.C ., today and attacked law en­ 
forcem ent 
o fficers 
with 
ax handles, 
chains and brick s. 
A force of South C arolina highway pa­ 
trolm en battled the whites with night­ 
stick s before dispersing them with tear 
gas. Authorities said the mob of about 
150 white men and women tried to attack 
Negro children getting off the buses, but 


police managed to keep the students from 
being beaten. 
The violence was the worst reported 
in the South 
since the region began 
complying in January with federal court 
ord ers for total desegregation. D arling­ 
ton County, which includes Lam ar, was 
the second South C arolina county placed 
under such an order. 
An aide to Gov. Robert E. McNair 
said the governor was considering calling 
out the National Guard to protect the 
school, Lam ar High. The school, mean­ 
while, was ordered closed and McNair 


said it would stay closed until “ action 
is taken to restore order and calm in 
the a re a .” 
The governor’s office said the mob at­ 
tacked 
law enforcem ent o fficers with 
“ chains, spikes, brick s, ax handles and 
ro c k s ." 


The governor’s office said there was a 
report that a shot was fired into the air 
by one m em ber of the m obbutnoone was 
hit. 
“ Several in ju ries were inflicted upon 
the o fficers, students and those p artici­ 


pating in the confrontation," M cN air’s 
office said. It added that the officers 
reportedly “ had to draw weapons to de­ 
fend 
them selves, 
but 
no shots were 
fire d ." 


Lam ar, a cotton and tobacco-growing 
center in the eastern section of South 
Carolina, had been the scene of white 
student boycotts for weeks. About 30 
blacks recently enrolled at form erly all- 
white 
Lam ar 
High, 
but 
none of 130 
white 
complied 
with court ord ers for 
their tran sfer to an all black school. 


The whites w ere led to the school by 
Je ry l B est, head of the Darlington coun­ 
ty “ Freedom - of - Choice C om m ittee," 
which has been urging all whites to boy­ 
cott public schools. 
Authorities said the whites m arched 
up to the school and were confronted by 
a line of highway patrolmen wearing gas 
m asks. One m em ber of the mob saw 
Sheriff John Hatchell among the P atrol­ 
men and called him a “ low down dirty 
sn ak e." 
The mob surged forward when a bus 
loaded with Negro children arrived. The 


whites began attacking the patrolm en and 
hitting the bus with ax handles andbricks. 
Highway patrolm en lobbed tear gas into 
the mob. 
One of the whites jumped onto the hood 
of the bus, opened it and snatched off its 
distributor top. 
Another bus arrived and it too was pel­ 
ted. The whites then overturned both 
buses. 
The patrolm en pulled their revolvers 
at this point and hurled tear gas into 
the crowd. T his sent the mob fleeing 
and choking.

Troops fire 


on students 


MANILA (UPD —Filipino troops stand­ 
ing up in their jeeps and firing auto­ 
matic 
weapons tonight turned back a 
m arch on the U.S. Em bassy by a mob of 
2,000 student dem onstrators who hurled 
exDlosive • filled bottles. Some students 
fired back. 
The 2,000 hard core students were 
part of a crowd of 12,000 students and 
striking jeepney sm all bus d riv ers, who 
gathered in the heart of the city in an 
antigovernment 
demonstration 
after 
snakedancing through slum d istricts and 
crowded Chinatown. 
It was im possible to determ ine if the 
police and government troopers were fir­ 
ing into the air or in earnest. One dem­ 
onstrator was treated for gunshot wounds 
in the hip. Some of the students a rre st­ 
ed by police were arm ed with hand gren­ 
ades and pistols. 
It was the third m arch on the A m eri­ 
can Em bassy in 13 days. 
T ra c e r bullets streaked through the 
sk ies over down-town Manila and the 
explosions of the bottles — called Molo­ 
tov bombs — broke store and business 
windows. 


Lompoc Reservoir storage plan 


to be presented water district

V irgil Phelps today will ask fellow 
water d istrict d irecto rs to study a pro­ 
posal that would utilize Lompoc R es­ 
ervoir for the storage of state water 
rather than Cachuma R eserv oir. 
Phelps planned to make his plea this 
afternoon in Santa Ynez at at regular 
meeting of Santa 
Ynez 
R iver W ater 
Conservation D istrict Board of D irec­ 
to rs. 
Robert Edmonston, county water con­ 
sultant, has proposed that state water 
be stored in Cachuma R eserv oir and 
transm itted to the south coast via the 
Tecolote Tunnel. 
Under Phelps' proposal the state water 
would be carried to Lompoc R eservoir 
and thence south to the Gaviota area 
and along the foothills in an easterly 
line to the 
south county distribution 
system . 
Edmonston has been studying d istri­ 
bution problem s that must be solved 
when 
and if the county water agency 
decides 
to 
contract 
for 
an eventual 


annual 
committment 
of 57,700 acre 
feet of state w ater. 
The county must 
commit itse lf finally five y ears before 
it expects to receive the first deliv­ 
e rie s of state w ater. 
Phelps wants the board to authorize 
the d istrict engineer, Thom as Stetson 
to study the new proposal and present 
it to the County W ater Agency as an 
alternate to Edmonston’s proposal. 


Construction of the 425,000 acre-foot 
reserv o ir on the Santa Ynez R iver hinges 
on final studies of the Bureau of R e­ 
clam ation and decisions by the water 
agency. 
The 
use 
of the 
re serv o ir 
for storage of state water is basic to 
Pheip's proposal. 
T ransm ission lines leading into the 
reserv o ir from the north and the even­ 
tual location of the transm ission line 
to 
the 
south 
are 
subject to change. 
“ I’m no engineer, so M r, Stetson would 
have to study the proposal to pinpoint 
the true co u rse ," Phelps said. 
The tentative alignment drawn up by 


Phelps 
indicates 
his proposed 
route 
would duplicate Edmonston’s route as 
it 
com es 
from 
the north past Santa 
M aria, but would depart on a w esterly 
course near 
Los 
Alamos enroute to 
Lompoc R eserv o ir. 
Edmonston’s pro­ 
posed 
route 
continues 
south 
of Los 
Alamos on a line p arallel to Highway 
101 
until 
the 
juncture 
with Highway 
154 where it goes easterly to Cachuma. 
From Cachuma the water would be 
routed through the Tecolote Tunnel to 
the 
south 
coast distribution 
system , 
according to Edmonston’s proposal. 
Phelps said his proposal would perm it 
the south coast to utilize Lompoc Res- 
ervoir as a holding reserv o ir for years 
to 
com e, in contrast to Edmonston’s 
proposal 
that 
would 
require the im­ 
mediate 
construction of a s e rie s of 
holding re serv o irs in the south county. 
There are also grave problem s asso­ 
ciated with the use of Cachuma R es­ 
ervoir which is near-full much of the 
tim e; 
and 
unresolved problem s 
with 
the use of Tecolote Tunnel, he said. 
Nixon outlines school plan 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President Nix­ 
on today proposed a five-point program 
aimed at leading to “ genuine refo rm " 
of elem entary and secondary education in 
A m erica. 
Nixon outlined 
his 
program in a 
lengthy m essage to C ongress. 
“ When educators, school boards and 
government o fficials 
alike admit that 
we have a great deal to learn about the 
way we teach, we will begin to clim b up 
the staircase toward genuine re fo rm ," 
Nixon said. 
His basic points were: 
-C reatio n of an Early Learning Pro­ 
gram , established 
jointly by the De­ 
partment 
of 
Health, 
Education 
and 


W elfare and the Office of Econom ic Op­ 
portunity, to set up a network of experi­ 
mental cen ters “ todiscover what works 
best 
in early 
childhood education." 
The program will be tied into the large 
day care plan included by the adm inistra­ 
tion as part of the Fam ily A ssistance Act. 
—Legislation to renew for three y ears 
the federal ch arter for the Corporation 
for Public Broadcasting. 
-C reatio n of a National Institute of 
Education — a new agency within HEW 
— which gradually would take over exist­ 
ing 
research 
program s in the Office 
of Education. 
-C reatio n by executive order of a new 
presidential 
com m ittee on school fi- 


nance 
to study and develop plans for 
aiding the fiscal and organizational needs 
of schools, with particular attention to 
non-public 
schools including 
Roman 
Catholic parochial schools. 


—He 
endorsed the “ right to read " as 
a national goal for this decade, saying 
he 
would 
ask 
C ongress 
to 
in crease 
available funds to aid in alleviating a 
national reading problem among young­ 
e r A m ericans. 


Outlining his so-called 
early learn- 
ing plan, Nixon said that in development 
of the mind, “ child’s play is seriou s 
b u sin ess."

The rare sp ecie of dolphin that wash­ 
ed ashore at Jalam a Beach Sunday has 
gone to that old Seascape in the Sky. 
Oceanographic 
experts 
at C al Poly 
in San Luis Obispo reported the hap­ 
less sea anim al died a short tim e after 
it was transported there Sunday in a spe­ 
cial tank. 
The dolphin, measuring four feet long 
and weighing 
50 to 60 ix>unds, 
had a 
broken jaw, a tact that accounted for its 
presence on the beach the experts said. 
The injured 
sea 
animal 
was first 
spotted on the beach 
by som e hikers 
from 
C abrillo 
High School, and later 
carried to the Jalam a 
Ranger station, 
by M rs. Floyd Campbell, wife 
of the 
senior ranger. 
They 
treated it will with loving ca re , 
but the ordeal finally proved too much. 
Experts 
variously 
identified the ani­ 
mal as a Northern Right Whale Dolphin 
and a Northern Great Whale Dolphin, 
either 
sp ecie 
rarely seen along the 
C alifornia coast. 
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SAIGON (UPI) — American 
B52s dropped more than 1,200 
tons oi bombs in eight raids 
Monday night and today hgainst 
guerrilla positions along the 
Cambodian border. Ground fire 
downed three more U.S. heli­ 
copters. 
The U.S. Command sentB52s 
against what were described as 
guerrilla 
staging 
areas and 
bunkers in Binh Long and Tay 
Ninh provinces northwest of 
Saigon and southwest of the 
Ben Het Green Beret camp 280 
miles north-northeast of Saigon. 
Carrier-based jets flew only 
six sorties over South Viet­ 
nam’s northern quarter Mon­ 
day, instead concentrating on 
what 
military 
sources said, 
were 
raids 
against 
supply 
routes to the North Vietnamese 
offensive in Laos. 
Allied communiques listed at 
least 178 Viet Cong and North 
Vietnamese killed Monday in 
battles ranging from the edge 
of the U Minh Forest in the far 
southern reaches of the Mekong 
Delta to the Cambodian border 
and the northern 
quarter of 
South Vietnam. 
The largest battle involving 
American 
troops 
broke 
out 
when 
U.S. 
armored 
units 
surprised 
North 
Vietnamese 
troops setting up an ambush 
and killed 27 of them in a 
rubber tree grove near Loc 
Ninh 75 miles north of Saigon 
and five miles from Cambodia, 
military spokesmen said. One 
American was wounded. 
Guerrilla ground fire downed 
three more American helicop­ 
ters Mondy, two of them in the 
northern 
war zone and one 
north of Saigon. One GI was 
killed and six were injured. The 
losses brought to 1,505 the 


number of U.S. helicopters shot 
down in the war. 
South Korean military spokes­ 
men said their troops, engaged 
in their heaviest fighting of the 
year Monday, killed 80 Viet 
Cong and North Vietnamese in 
a series 
of battles on the 
central 
coast. 
The 
South 
Koreans lost one man killed 
and 11 wounded. 


U.S. 1st Air Cavalry Division 
troops unearthed more than 60 
tons of rice today in the jungle 
70 miles northwest of Saigon 
and South Vietnamese paratroo­ 
pers found 12 tons of rice after 
killing eight guerrillas in a 
brief clash. 


The South Vietnamese 5th 
Infantry Division said one of its 
units found 21000 rifle cartridg­ 
es, 550 rocket - propelled gre­ 
nades, 117 mortar rounds and 
200 pounds of rice near T ri 
Tam, 49 miles north-northwest 
of Saigon.

Black Studies Department faculty 


fired at SF State College 


SAN 
FRANCISCO 
(U PI)- 
The entire full-time faculty of 
the Black Studies Department 
at San Francisco State College 
has been notified it will not be 
reappointed next school year. 
College officials said Monday 
letters of termination effective 
in June were sent to the six 
instructors because the depart­ 
ment 
had not submitted its 
recommendations on reappoint­ 
ments in time for review. 
Without 
the 
letters, 
the 
instructors would have been 
reappointed automatically, the 
officials said. They added the 
letters do not amount to actual 
firings 
and 
are 
subject 
to 
review and change. 
“ The action was necessary 
because 
the 
Black 
Studies 
Department failed to forward 
its reappointment recommenda­ 
tions to my office in time to 
allow the required review and 
notification of individuals by 
the legal deadline, March 1, 
and 
because the department 
faculty continued to refuse to 
meet with the administration on 
this and other personnel mat­ 
ters,” said Donald Garrity, vice 
president for academic affairs. 
“ The intent of taking this 
action 
was 
not to preclude 


reappointment 
of any single 
individual, 
or 
of 
all 
the 
individuals, who were sent such 
letters. 
“ The intent of this action was 
simply to protect the college in 
living up to its legal responsibi­ 
lities. It is the hope of all of us 
that the processes of review 
and deliberation might proceed 
at the very earliest time,” 
Garrity said. 
College President S.I. Haya- 
kawa 
confirmed he had ap­ 
proved sending the letters but 
declined further comment. 
Creation of the black studies 
department was a key issue in 
last year’s long student strike 
which 
saw repeated clashes 
between students and police. 
But 
Hayakawa 
has 
been 
critical of the department since 
it started in September because 
of its refusal to cooperate—or 
even 
meet-with 
the college 
administration. 
A college spokesman said the 
Black 
Studies 
Department’s 
Committee on Hiring, Retention 
and Tenure did not turn in its 
recommendations on reappoint­ 
ments 
until 
3:55 
p.m. last 
Friday, “ too late to doaproper 
review” 
before 
the 
Sunday 
deadline.

“ under any circumstances.” 


The 
lady 
scientist, 
Mrs. 
Elizabeth Cuadra, 36 of Los 
Angeles, 
was 
outraged. She 
blamed Reagan’s office, which 
set up the meeting, for making 
“ a terrific social error.” 


A 
member 
of the 
newly 
created Assembly Science and 
Technology Council, the attrac­ 
tive acoustical engineer said it 
was wrong to “ set up a public 
function where the female half 
of the public can’t attend.” 


She said she talked with a 
staff member of Sen. Anthony 


Beilenson,

Bishop Salvatore Sorrentino

will add $26,799

county budget 
for the final quarter of the 
fiscal year ending June 30. 
At the sam e tim e, the board 
received a statem ent from Zack 
Stringer, 
general manager of 
the 
County Employees Assn. 
saying the recommendation of 
the pay boost by Johnson was 
backed by the association. 
But Stringer called on the 
board to provide increases for 
Superior Court clerks who had 
been virtually alone in not get­ 
ting increases effective Jan. 1 
this year. 
Stringer claim ed a "double 
standard” was being used by the 
supervisors in granting pay ad­ 
justm ents.

The representatives indicat­ 
ed a desire to have the new fa­ 
cility’ located in their respec­ 
tive cities. 
The Rev. W aldemar Petzoldt, 
chairm an of the Lompoc a s­ 
sociation, 
told the m em bers 
that two locations for the center 
had been tentatively 
spotted 
near O Street and C ypress Ave­ 
nue and on North F Street. 
As 
previously revealed the 
center would serve the entire 
north county. A staff of about 
seven 
professionals 
includ­ 
ing a psychiatrist and a psycho­ 
logist 
would 
treat 
m ental 
health patients who might other­ 
wise 
have to be hospitalized. 
Presentations 
made during 
the meeting indicated that the 
county 
planned to create 
a 
new 24-hour m ental health treat­ 
ment center as early as July. 
Beattie told the Record today 
that the 24-hour center would 
logically be located in the Santa 
M aria area if the day center 
is located in Lompoc. 
M embers of the two associar 
tions will m eet again Monday 
in Santa M aria to conclude their 
negotiations and select a site 
for the day center. McNamara 
has indicated 
he will abide by 
the joint decision. 
Money for 
the first y ear’s operation is al­ 
ready in hand.

NEW 
YORK 
(UPI)—Don’t 
look down your well-powdered 
nose on the teen-agers’ dress of 
today. There are many basic 
reasons for the long hair on 
both the girls and the boys, the 
beads, the fringes, the long 
scarves, the unkempt look, the 
other fads that mark adolescent 
dress. 
It 
was 
ever 
thus about 
apparel. The Roman fathers as 
early as the fourth q^ntury 
A.D. 
were 
dismayed 
when 
young dandies began to wear 
barbarian ‘bracco” (trousers) 
interdict. 
Society really never has given 
up criticism 
of manner of 
dress, 
whether among teen­ 
agers 
or 
adults, 
for with 
predictable regularity we hear 
the gospel of what is wrong— 
and right—in dress and adorn­ 
ment. 
Why 
have the teen-agers 
captured the spotlight current­ 
ly? 
It is not simply because their 
dress is “ so different from that 
of 10 years ago—or 10 minutes 
ago,” says Dr. Mary Ellen 
Roach, professor in the School 
of 
Family 
Resources 
and 
Consumer Sciences, the Univer­ 
sity of Wisconsin. 
In a 
detailed 
study 
of 
“ adolescent dress,” Dr. Roach 
points out that clothing uses by 
all ages are related to two 
kinds of survival —“ survival of 
the species and survival of the 
individual human being.” 
It is for this latterreason — 
survival of the individual -that 
Dr. Roach explores in a paper 
Economics, official publication 


of the American Home Econ­ 
omics Association (AHEA). 
Clothing helps to establish 
identity, especially crucial for 
teen-agers, says Dr. Roach. “ A 
mature 
older person knows 
himself fairly well and has 
usually 
found 
a self-image 
compatible with roles to be 
fulfilled and with which he can 
be comfortable” she writes. 


“ But 
teen-agers 
in their 
‘search for self are adventur­ 
ing into and trying out new 
modes of behavior within a 
society 
which 
offers many 
alternatives. Not surprising, 
therefore is their susceptibility 
to 
fads as they cast about 
among 
the 
alternatives 
clothes, cosmetics ane groom­ 
ing 
aids 
allow 
each 
to 
experiment with the image he 
wishes to present.” 


Also influential are education 
and economic factors -teens 
are “ excluded more and more 
from employment in jobs of 
responsibility ... giving them 
uncommitted time which 
to 
some extent is taken up by 
lengthened periods of school­ 
ing.’’become “ segregated” in 
They become “ segregated” in 
a small “ subculture” with a 
language and dress all their 
own, aware of their situation 
but also giving evidence of 
trying “ to live up to their 
reputation for subcultural clan­ 
nishness and instability.” 
She cites one Wisconsin high 
school senior who said, “ many 
so-called ‘fads’ have come and 
gone. Some I have contributed 
to but most I haven’t; but it’s 
all a part of being a teen-ager 
and growing up.”

Inoperative 
bomb used to 
rob bank 


CHICAGO 
(UPP-The 
man 
told bank officials he wanted a 
$1 million loan to open his own 
bank. In return, he said, he 
would refrain from blowing up 
the bank’s 60-story skyscraper. 
He set a suitcase on the floor 
and fingered a radio-like box 
that apparently caused lights to 
flicker on the suitcase. The 
valise, he said, held enough 
dynamite to destroy the new 
Loop bank building. The box 
would detonate it, he claimed. 
Robert 
R. 
Donnelley, 
32. 
executive 
assistant 
to 
the 
president of the First National 
Bank of Chicago, returned to 
his office for application papers 
for the $1 million loan. On the 
way, he alerted bank security 
officials. 
While Donnelley stalled the 
man with questions about his 
credit rating, FBI agents and 
detectives went to work. Some 
slipped into the conference 
room and observed the conver­ 
sation. Others ushered about 
40 employes from the 8th, 9th, 
and 10th floors of the building. 
For almost three hours the 
drama went on in the plush 
office, the man sitting in an 
armchair, Donnelley in another 
at right angles to him and the 
suitcase resting on the floor 
halfway across the room. 
“ I 
just 
asked 
him 
the 
questions I 
would normally 
ask,” Donnelley said. 
He said the man became 
“ somewhat upset” with the 
delay in getting his $1 million. 
Authorities considered, then 
discarded, a plan to shoot the 
man in the arm and attempt to 
grab the purported triggering 
device. 
Finally 
he was given a cash 
box which officials later esti­ 
mated contained $300,000 in $50 
bills. 
The 
man 
picked up the 
suitcase and strolled toward the 
elevators. There he was seized 
and overpowered by FBI agents 
and police bomb and arson unit 
detectives. 
There 
was 
no 
explosion. 
The suspect was later identi­ 
fied by the FBI as James J. 
Malasanos, 42. He was charged 
with bank robbery. 
The bomb and triggering 
device, the FBI said, “ were 
nonfunctional.”

When darkness comes to the 
southern Atlantic Coast not long 
after noon Saturday, scientists 
will be shooting off rockets, 
peering through gadgets and 
lurking in swamps to watch 
animals; 
tourists 
will 
be 
standing around on the beaches 
risking blindness, and local 
businessmen 
will, 
if 
their 
expectations are met, be up to 
their hips in money. 
It shapes up as the biggest 
socio-economic scientific event 
in the south since the United 
States 
began 
shooting 
its 
rockets off from a lonely patch 
of sand at what is now Cape 
Kennedy, Fla. 
The little town of Perry, Fla., 
which for years has clamored 
for attention as the pine tree 
capital of the world, figures 
Saturday’s eclipse may finally 
put it on the map. There will be 
dancing 
in the streets, high 


school kids will hawk sand­ 
wiches and 
in general the 
roughly three minutes of total 
darkness will climax what Bob 
Jones, head of the chamber of 
commerce, bills as the “ event 
of the century.” 
No visible excitment has been 
created in Eclipse, Va. 
Scientists say the eclipse will 
indeed be the grandest on view 
since 1878 and there won’t be a 
comparable 
one 
until 2024. 
Hence the scientists are flock­ 
ing from around the world to 
the 
narrow 
band 
of 
total 
darkness running from Talla- 
hasse, Fla., to Norfolk, Va. 
Jones figures if Perry plays 
its cards right and “ if we make 
the right impression, a lot of 
them will come back, maybe 
some to retire here.” Bespeaks 
not so much of the scientists, 
but of the 40,000 or so mere 
spectators expected.

Wright jumps from missile launcher to observer 


Most people would give al­ 
most anything to have a close- 
up view of a Minuteman inter­ 
continental 
ballistic missile, 
as it roars from its underground 
silo on a 15,000 mile per hour 
journey over the Pacific Ocean 
to its target area. 
1st. Lt. Kenneth K. Wright, in 
his duty as a 394th Strategic 
Missile Squadron deputy mis­ 
sile combat crew commander 
at Vandenberg Air Force Base 
has participated in the launch 
of more than a dozen of the in­ 
stant 
- 
reaction 
missiles. 
Because 
he 
is in an under­ 
ground control center he has not 
seen any of these leave the silo 
on their journey over the Pa­ 
cific. 
Yet 
he’s been required to 
watch some 30 other missiles, 
launched by other crews from 
the 
394th and crews 
from 
operational missile bases. 
Lieutenant Wright is a visual 
observer (VO), a required po­ 
sition during every 
Minute- 
man launch and, one alternat­ 
ed among several persons in 
the 
squadron. 
It’s 
an addi­ 
tional 
duty to his normal job 


assignment 
as a deputy com­ 
mander of a missile crew. 
Armed with sandwiches, a 
good book and a huge thermos 
of coffee, 
Wright 
arrives at 
his vantage point, 
normally 
about one-half mile from the 
launch facility, two hours pri­ 
or to launch time. All roads 
leading to the launch area are 
closed at that time. 
“ Liftoff and the time immedi­ 
ately after are the important 
moments of my time there,” 
Wright said. “ A few seconds 
before ignition, the doors cov­ 
ering the launch duct where the 
missile is contained slide open, 
and I must report this. I also 
report ignition when I sight the 
first puff of smoke coming from 
the silo, and ‘missile away’ as 
it zips out of the hole. I also 
report on the condition of the top 
of the launch facility and the 
surrounding 
area. 
Then I ’m 
done.” 
His reports are transmitted 
over a communications 
net­ 
work 
to the countdown con­ 
troller, normally located in a 
building several 
miles from 
the launch site. 
Wright 
is 


there as an added safety pre­ 
caution; as another pair of eyes 
to make certain that all launch- 
connected events occur as they 
should and within required time 
parameters. 
Most 
of 
the 
Minuteman 
launches from Vandenberg are 
carried out by operational mis­ 
sile crews from bases through­ 
out the mid-West. 
The crews 
follow the same procedures that 
they would if they were launch­ 
ing a 
missile 
in retaliation 
against an attack from an ene­ 
my. 
How 
does Wright feel as he 
watches the 69-foot Minuteman 
burst out of its underground 
silo? 
“ It’s an awesome sight, and 
at the same time it just sort of 
grabs your gut and tries to shake 
it apart,” he said. 


“ Night launches are some­ 
thing else,” he added. 
The 
flames from the exhaust light 
up the surrounding area just 
like it was daylight.” 
What’s the biggest 
disad­ 
vantages to the job? “ There 
are no real ones. My ears oft­ 
en get sore from wearing head­ 
phones and it’s cold and foggy on 
night launches. 
“ But having the opportunity 
to witness these launches more 
than makes up for any of the dis­ 
advantages,” Wright said.

NEW YORK — (NEA) — Years ago, Fred Zollner, who 
owns the Detroit Pistons, told me that once a man tops six 
feet six inches in height, neuroticism becomes part of his 
character. 
From long exposure to the tall men of our country, as a 
virtual pioneer of pro basketball, Zollner can claim cre­ 
dentials of experience, if not a license as a practicing 
psychologist. 
Certainly, some psychologist could have himself a vol­ 
atile field for research by analyzing the tremendous unrest 
which is currently pervading the big men of pro basketball. 
As a group, they’re beginning to sound almost paranoic. 


• Elvin Hayes <6-9l/2) expressing profound unhappiness 
with San Diego, which is paying him over a million bucks 
for a 10-year period. 
• Nate Thurmond (6-11) recovering from a knee opera­ 
tion and ruminating there must be easier ways to make 
$100,000 a year than playing pro basketball 48 minutes a 
game. 
• Lew Alcindor (7-3) pleading for acceptance as a sen­ 
sitive human being, throwing racial slurs at a white op­ 
ponent and purportedly belting a young autograph seeker. 
His $200,000 annually equals the President’s income. 
• Walt Bellamy (6-10^) muttering about sitting on the 
bench when he was with Detroit, but not bashful about 
collecting his $85,000 salary — he’s suddenly a bundle of 
energy in Atlanta uniform 
When you analyze it, the salaries paid the prima big 
men in the National Basketball Association are fantastic. 
This is the way they run, with estimated annual value 
taking into account long-term annuities and deferred pay­ 
ment: 
Wilt Chamberlain, Los Angeles 
............ $200,000 
Lew Alcindor, Milwaukee ........................... $200,000

If you care to average out their yearly salaries, it comes 
to $130,000 per man. And actually the average was dragged 
down this year when Bill Russell of Boston retired, since 
he was above the $150,000 range. 
But money obviously hasn’t made them complaisant. 
Chamberlain has been a chronic grumbler throughout his 
career. Russell, for all his greatness as a team player with 
the Celtics, grew into a basically antisocial cat. The young­ 
er ones—Hayes, Alcindor, Thurmond—are obviously drift­ 
ing into the same mold. 


Ironically, the last couple of years, the most effective 
ones in performance have been the quiet ones—Unseld, the 
most valuable player in the league last season as a Balti­ 
more rookie, and Reed, the great, unselfish force behind 
the rise of the New York Knickerbockers. 


As a group, the NBA centers are by far the best-paid 
team-sport men in the history of the world. A possible 
exception was Zelmo Beaty, the 6-9 center of the Atlanta 
Hawks last year who jumped to the American Basketball 
Association. He had some justification; he was being paid 
less than half the salary of his peers, mentioned above, 
and doing just as good a job. 


You didn’t hear much about Zelmo before he jumped 
leagues—just as you don’t hear much about Otto Moore, 
Bob Rule. Henry Finkel, Tom Boerwinkle, Connie Dierk- 
ing, Darrell Imhoff and Mel Counts. 


They’re the other centers in the NBA. Obviously, they 
can’t afford to talk.

But it is not politic, the 
politicians believe, to ex­ 
pose a warm heart toward 
boxing.

Square Garden and a check for about $300,000. 
The fear of politicians concerning prize fighting was 
sourly demonstrated early in February. A promotion for

Building on Capitol Hill. It never came off. 
Supposedly, House Speaker John W. McCormack and 
others were so bedeviled by the thought of (1) p l u g g i n g a 
private promotion and (2) “ sanctioning” a brutal sport like 
boxing that they canceled the invitation. 
Capitol Hill, ironically, has been the site of some good 
fisticuffs. As recently as 1964, South Carolina Sen. Strom 
Thurmond, impersonating the Masked Marvel, rassled 
Texas Sen. Ralph Yarborough to the floor in the Senate^ 
The year before that, C o n g r e s s m e n Ed Foreman and 
Henry Gonzales of Texas came to blows. 
These were private affairs, and not for cash prizes. Club 
fights, they might be called. 
Prize fighting in America has been stigmatized ever 
since 1835, when Englishman Jam es Burke became the 
first heavyweight champion to visit America in pursuit of 
worthy challengers. His first fight, in New Orleans, ended 
in a riot. 
Prize fighting, in fact, was not legalized in the States un­ 
til 1896, when New York declared it was a shade this side 
of a misdemeanor. 
The reasons for the political back-of-the-hand to boxing 
are several. First, it has always been in disrepiite because 
some fighters have thought they were swimmers and have 
taken dives. Secondly, it is considered a “ brutal” sport, 
and critics say it is hardly more refined now than in an­ 
cient Greek days when two warriors sat nose-to-nose on 
flat stones and hammered each other to death. 
Another criticism is that boxing is degrading for a hu­ 
man being, for a human being to suffer such perverse pun­ 
ishment in the name of sport. 
Psychologist B. F. Skinner, in his book. “ Walden Two,” 
wrote, “ A triumph over another man is never a laudable 
act.” 
Despite criticism and the high-hattedness of politicians, 
a good boxing match is still a thing of, if not beauty, high 
interest, and the near-reverence in which former champi­ 
ons like Jack Dempsey, Joe Louis, Sugar Ray Robinson are 
held demonstrates the glorification of the sport and its 
champions by the populace.

“ When I took this job four 
years ago 1 knew people 
would talk about me,” he 
said. “ That’s the way it is 
when you’re a coach. People 
talk. When you’re a winner, 
they talk, but at least they 
call you a winner.

a nice guy, but a loser. Who 
needs to be called a loser? 
“ We decided when we got 
the job, we’d go after the 
best basketball talent avail­

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Ballot box put to test

BUENOS 
AIRES 
(UPI)-Six 
of the nine Latin American 
nations still under civilian rule 
are to elect presidents in 1970, 
putting ballot box democracy'to 
a major test in a region where 
the military has been wielding 
increasing power. 
Costa Rica has already voted 
and 
the 
other 
presidential 
elections are set in Mexico, 
Chile, 
Colombia, 
Guatemala 
and the Dominican Republic. 
Guatemala 
is 
next, 
with 
March 6 as election day. 
In most cases, the voting will 
bear 
little 
resemblance 
to 
presidential elections in the 
United States. 
In one country, Colombia, the 
two leading political parties 
have a pact to take turns in the 
presidency. 
In 
Mexico, 
one 
party has a virtual monopoly in 
power with the outgoing preo 
ident traditionally picking his 
successor. In Guatemala, right­ 
ist and leftist terrorism casts a 
shadow over the balloting. 
The m ilitary,everpresent,is 
looking on 
in some of the 
countries. W ill the generals al­ 
low an election to take place if 
they oppose the likely victor? If 
he wins, will they let him take 
office? 
Three out of every five Latin 
Americans 
live under some 
form 
of m ilitary rule. The 
generals 
are 
in 
charge in 
Bolivia, Paraguay, Argentina, 
Panama, Peru, Brazil, Hondu­ 
ras, El Salvador and Nicara­ 
gua. 


In addition to the six with 
elections this year, only Uru­ 
guay, Venezuela and Ecuador 
have civilian governments. 
The civilian tradition was 
maintained 
by 
a 
peaceful 
election in Costa Rica Feb. 1 in 
which Jose Fgiueres Ferrer, 
63, won against Mario Echandi 
Jimenez, 54, candidate of the 
incumbent national unification 
party. Twotime president Fer­ 
rer came back after 12 years 
out of office by promising to 
put 
“ an 
end 
to 
extreme 
poverty" 
and 
winning 
the 


support of Costa Rica’s “ sub­ 
merged third" rural masses. 
Costa Rica, however, is far 
from the typical Latin country 
- it’s the only nation in the area 
without an army. Costa Ricans 
had to borrow a cannon from 
neighboring Panama in 1968 to 
give a 21-gun salute to visiting 
U.S. 
president 
Lyndon 
B. 
Johnson. 
Guatemala is something else, 
a country troubled by incessant 
leftist and rightist terrorism, 
where 
there have 
been 
an 
estimated 5,000 political mur­ 
ders in six years, and terrorists 
killed U.S. ambassador John 
Gordon Mein in 1968. 
The two strongest candidates 
in Guatemala’s March 6 elec­ 
tion are centrist Mario Fuentes 
Peruccini, 50, and rightist army 
Col. Carlos 
Manuel Arana 
Osorio, 52. The chief campaign 
issue, as in the 1964 election, 
is simply how to put an end to 
terrorism. 
Fuentes Peruccini has prom­ 
ised to continue the policy of 
current President Julio Cesar 
Mendez Montenegro to steer a 
neutral course between battling 
leftists and rightists. Arana 
Osorio, with the support of 
industry and rightist factions in 
the military, has picked “ peace 
with order and without crim e" 
as his campaign slogan. 


A third 
candidate, 
leftist 
economist Jorge Lucas Caballe­ 
ros, 45, is given little chance 
because this is the first election 
for his Christian Democratic 
Party. 
Colombia’s election is April 
19 and is the last under a novel 
pact between the two major 
political parties to share power. 
Under the accord, which runs 
from 1958 to 1974, the liberal 
and conservative parties take 
turns occupying the presidency. 
Current 
chief 
executive 
is 
liberal Carlos Lleras Restrepo. 
The 
next 
leader will be a 
conservative. 
The Liberals and Conserva­ 
tives agreed to set up a power- 
sharing national front after a 
decade of undeclared civil war 
caused 300,000 deaths. 


The official candidate of the 
front 
is 
Misael 
Pastrana 
Borrero, 46, a pro-American 
who favors continuing Colom­ 
bia’s current domestic policy 
which 
emphasizes 
economic 
development. 
He 
is 
pitted 
against three other conserva­ 
tives, and political comentators 
give all four an equal chance. 
The most controversial candi­ 
date in Colombia is former 
general Gustavo Rojas Pinilla, 
70, who ruled the country as a 
dictator from 1954 to 1957 and 
combines 
a 
hodgepodge 
of 
rightist and leftist ideology, 
claiming 
“ god 
has 
already 
chosen 
me 
as 
the 
next 
Colombian president," he is a 
nationalist who can be expected 
to take a tough look at U.S. 
interests in Bogota. 


Evaristo Sourdis Juliao, 64, 
candidate of the Atlantic Coast 
region, would follow a pro 
United 
States 
policy 
with 
emphasis on economic develop­ 
ment 
at 
home. 
Belisario 
Betancur Cuartas, 47, who has 
strong support among young 
voters, is a nationalist opposed 
to foreign influence in Colom­ 
bian affairs. 
Dominican Republic president 
Joaquin Balaguer, 62, is taking 
a wait-and-see attitude toward 
his country’s May 16 election. 
Looked 
upon favorably by the 
United States and with support 
among the rural masses as well 
as the armed forces, Balaguer 
has yet to announce whether he

Modernization sought 


for N6 communications

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Le­ 
gislative Analyst A. Alan Post 
suggests modernizing the Cali­ 
fornia National Guard’s com­ 
munications equipment to im­ 
prove riot control. 
Post said the new gear would 
cost $87,700 more than Gov. 
Ronald Reagan’s $3.9 million 
spending recommendation for 
the Guard during the fiscal 
year beginning July 1. 
The 
suggestion 
came 
in 
Post’s regular analysis of the 
governor’s 
proposed budget 
which was released Thursday. 
It serves as a guideline for 
lawmakers during hearings. 
The legislature’s chief money 
watchdog urged legislators to 
trim an overall $27 million from 
Reagan’s proposed $6.5 billion 
spending blueprint. 
But 
he said more money 
should be spent on the Guard. 
Post said present Guard radio 
equipment is “ obsolete stock” 
cast off by the U.S. Army. He 
said it may be sufficient for the 
field but is “ largely ineffective 
for use in riot control situations 
since 
these 
incidents 
are 
usually in urban areas.” 
“ If the Guard is to be used in 
civil disorders which have been 
increasing, we believe it is 
absolutely necessary for the 
Guard to have a communica­ 
tions capability for use in urban 
areas,” the analysis said. 
Another key recommendation 
by Post would slash spending 
by the Department of Motor 
Vehicles by $8.8 million. 
Nearly half the reduction, $4 
million, 
would 
come 
from 
elimination of the department’s 
driver improvement program. 
The 
remainder 
would be 
saved 
by 
increasing 
fees 
private persons and firms pay 
for personal information sup­ 
plied by the department. 
Post said there were “ serious 
questions” whether the state 
should sell bulk motor vehicle 
registration and driver license 
information. He said such data 
“ greatly contributes 
to 
the 
increasing amount of unsolicit- 
ed junk m ail.” 
He said lawmakers should 
consider forbidding the depart­ 
ment to sell it on a bulk basis, 
but ajdded if the practice is 
going to continue, the charge 
should be boosted. 
Post also urged legislators to 
charge California’s elderly war 
veterans 
residing 
in 
state 
homes a fee for the care they 
are provided. 
He said the California Veter­ 
ans’ Home at Yountville should 
set up a fee structure sim ilar to 
the one the federal government 
has. Under this, a resident 
must pay all but $30 of his 
income toward his care costs. 
Post said this could reduce 
state spending by $1.2 million 
annually based on an average 
resident population at the home 
of 1,250 with average incomes 
of $170 a month. 
The analysis also said* the

Post noted the patrol wants 
to add 119 new men for traffic 
control.

Wright concluded that “ there are bloodstains on a lot of 
consciences.’’ At least there should be. 


Budget hurdles 


The 1970-71 county 
budget talks 
this spring -ould be a repeat perform­ 
ance, in some ways, ofthe serious prob­ 
lems 
faced and met by the Board of 
Supervisors last year. 
The big hurdles toward holding the 
.$2.32 
per $100 county tax 
levy will 
be virtually the same — only they’ll 
be raised higher this year. They’ll 
involve welfare, iHiblic protection, and 
health and sanitation. 
Word that the County Welfare Depart­ 
ment’s 
projected total needs (counting 
state and federal reimlmrsements) will 
soar some 25 per cent to $22.5 million 
is being followed by requests for new 
funding for law enforcement needs by 
the sheriff’s 
department, and to meet 
spiraling 
other 
related costs involv­ 
ing the courts and other departments. 
These three [irincipal 
coni{)onents

Campus militants have publicly vowed 
to make the law enforcement 
sector

for this," referring to punishment met­ 
ed out to defense staff and members of 
the C hc-’ago Seven conspiracy group. 
This county “ is paying for 
it’’ al­ 
ready in huge 
amounts. 
So is the UC 
Santa Barbara, which means more public 
funds 
i>oured into a yawning hole 
in 
major new attempts to keep law and 
order, and protect rights of the larger 
society. 
The “ street people" of Isla Vista 
and UCSB militants say they will make 
it more 
and more exi>enslve to run the 
university. 
They are succeeding. Ar­ 
son, l)omb threats, destruction of un­ 
iversity p'rof)erty and private business 
piropcrty in Isla Vista, use of hundreds of 
pcaic- 
officers 
on 
round-the-clock 


basis, a National Guard callout, 
has 
added up to a total 
$1 million cost al­ 
ready, it is estimated. 
The public health and sanitation sec­ 
tor isn’t exactly standing still, either. 


A public hearing is slated for March 
23 by the supervisors to consider acti­ 
vation of a county - wide air pollution 
district. 
First year costs might run 
up to $100,000, 
although Federal or 
state funding might cut the expense sub­ 
stantially. 
Salaries for county hospital workers 
are continuing to rise in major fash­ 
ion, to meet those of nurses and others 
in private hospitals. 
The County Mental Health Department 
budget is beginning to take wings in a 
move to spread 
services and carry 
out vitally needed new programs. 
It could add up — with other rising de­ 
partment costs — to a hefty and higher 
tax bill for the coming year for proper­ 
ty owners. Where to get the money to off­ 
set the rising costs will be a question 
that would be cheap to answer at $64.

Moreover, doesn’t Sen­ 
ator Muskie know the Kremlin believes 
in deception while achieving superiori­ 
ty? Years ago Lenin himself stated: 
“ Deception is the first line of Soviet 
defense. ’ ’ Why should Senator Muskie and 
others read their cloudy crystal balls 
when they can read the book? 
This column revealed some time ago 
that the CIA has found that as far back 
as last September 2 Russia secretly 
tested, 60 miles from a place called 
Perm, a major 20 - kiloton nuclear de­ 
vice which was the Soviet’s eighth 1969 
underground test and the 76th since the 
atmospheric test-ban treaty of 1963. 
Both our country and the U.S.S.R. an­ 
nounced adherence to the United Nations 
General Assembly resolution banning 
“ the placing of nuclear weapons in or­ 
bit." Then the United States expanded 
that resolution by signing with much 
fanfare the U.S. - Russian treaty out­ 
lawing nuclear weapons in space. But 
neither the resolution nor the treaty bans 
their manufacture, provides for inspec­ 
tion (essential), or penalizes violations. 
And the test near Perm was related to 
orbiting weapons and the Soviet equi­ 
valent of our MIRV. 
What does Senator Muskie claim we 
shcRild wait for? The Soviet has al­ 
ready done what he Insists we should 
not do. 
When the Kremlin violated the atomic 
test - ban understanding so solemnly 
agreed to with us, Russia became the 
only nation to have successfully test-

fired a nuclear - armed missile at an 
incoming missile. 
Thus the U.S.S.R. leaped demonstra­ 
tively (not merely on paper) far ahead 
of us in nuclear defense and may have 
already cancelled (Hit the U.S. Minute- 
man missile which is our chief wea­ 
pon of retaliation in defense of the Uni­ 
ted States and our most credible de­ 
terrent protesting the free world. 
The MIRV is a missile containing mul­ 
tiple warheads that allow one U.S. mis­ 
sile launching site and its rocket to at­ 
tack several targets at the same time. 
The Soviet antiballistlc missile system 
is called Galosh. It already has 90 known 
sites that are operative. Senator Mus­ 
kie and others tell us that the Soviet 
defense “ is not workable," “ is no good," 
etc. Yet, indisputably, the Soviet is far 
advanced in building 30 more sites. No 
good? The CIA knows that the Kremlin 
is striving day and night to complete 
it. 
This means 120 Russian nuclear de­ 
fense sites versus the two now, and 10 
later, we would have in our reliance on 
the MIRV - the MIRV which is still 
to be tested. 
Please remember again how much the 
Soviet has already done that Senator 
Muskie and others tell us not to do, and 
that the nuclear (fofense problem has 
three phases: short range, intermediate, 
and final. 
The game the Soviet is playing with 
us is for keeps. Politicians who ignore 
facts and believe as Senator Muskie be­ 
lieves end up in the dregs of history — 
and take their countries with them.

Every one recognizes what a bus is. 
It’s usually a long motor vehicle with 
wheels and seats for passengers. 
It 
transports pecóle. 
The dictionary ex­ 
plains all this. 
But the dictionary, 
or at 
least the un­ 
abridged one I con­ 
sulted says that the 
vehicle 
can also be 
referred to a s ‘buss,’ 
with a double “ s." 
For clarity’s sakethe 
United Press Inter­ 
national • Associated 
press 
style 
book, 
takes the other tack. 
The good book 
says that “ buss’* is not a bus at all. 
Dictionary 
definitions 
indicate that 
“ buss” is a kiss, and on the other hand 
will accept it as referring to a long 
motor vehicle referred to by UPLAP 
as a “ bus.” 
To 
compound 
the 
matter, 
the 
dictionary says that the word is “ bus,’’ 
or “ busses’’ or “ buses’’ in the plural 
and that it can be “ bussing” meaning 
the transport of people in a long motor 
vehicle, or “ busing,” 
The Record has tried to stick with 
the simple “ bus,” or busing; or “ bused,” 
rather than “ bussed.” 
Every once in 
a while however, some wire service 
writer will take things into his own 
hands and go to the double “ s.” 
The Los Angeles Times for example 
has dealt heavily with “ bussing,” and 
“ bussed.” 
It was uncertain whether 
our prestigious competition in Los 
Angeles has laid down the line or whether 
the journalistic giant has just drifted 
along this path. 
Clearly something must be done to 
preserve the clarity of the English 
language. 
There is no reason why 
all writers must adhere to the same 
line, but it becomes confusing when 
stories in the same newspaper take 
varying stands on the issue. 
You can 
see the problem that would develop 
in the event that we suddenly get a run 
of stories on some incipient amour 
that may have taken the universities 
by storm. By sheer circumstance news­ 
paper 
headlines 
would inform the 
readers that a girl (or a boy) had been 
kissed or transported, and either story 
would use the “ buss” or “ bussed,” 


The story would settle the issue, but 
there is at the same time that element 
of confusion.
